PCB's, more correctly known as Askarels, are indeed way overblown as 
a 

hazard. When I was young and ignorant, instead of middle-aged, I 
worked one 

summer in a factory assembling distribution transformers, and 
occasionally I 

would get an Askarel job to assemble. It is a straw-colored liquid 
and has 

a pungent odor, unlike transformer oil, and clears your sinuses. If 
you 

don't ingest large quantities or pour it into an open wound, it will 
not 

bother you. It is also much less common than people think. Its 
reason for 

invention is because it will not burn, and was used in transformers 
in 

hazardous locations and in buildings and mines., etc. It was also 
significantly more expensive than transformer oil and was not used 
frivolously. Its dielectric characteristics are close to oil, but 
not 

exactly, and give no advantage over oil. Power companies used the 
same 

pumping equipment to pump oil and Askarels, so there has been 
cross-contamination with some large oil-filled transformers, but in 
parts-per-million, etc. Askarel is not very high on my worry list. 
It is 

also an excellent solvent; no glue, binder, film-insulated wire, or 
paint 

could be used in inside an Askarel transformer.

Pyranol is PCB. I work for a large utility and when we scrap old 
equipment that has pyranol filled oil capacitors, we have to jump 
through hoops to satisfy the EPA. The capacitor has to be put ina 
sealable can (a can similar to a paint can, where the top can be tapped 
in for a good seal). The can must be properly marked and a paper trail 
must be created. The can is shipped to our main storeroom where it is 
eventually picked up and disposed of by a qualified contractor. 

Many military radios and other equipment have found their way into 
the public area, and can contain Pyranol components. 

I probably have several N.O.S. capacitors that are Pyranol filled in 
my junk box.

This will be Camp X, the secret Allied training camp of WWII, located on 
the shore of Lake Ontario. I hear rumours submarines picked and up and 
dropped off spies via the lake! 

It is being 

activiated as a special event in honour of the 55th anniversary of VE Day. 


I believe everyone might might find this historic reactivation of the site 
(now a park - but plans are for a more suitable museum sometime) of 
interest for a possible communication over the three days the station will 
be on the air. Activation is by the North Shore Amateur Radio Club in 
Oshawa, and with the 2nd Intelligence Company of the Canadian Forces 
participating.

They buried one of the best of us May first. 


Patrick S. Finnegan, 76, was not and had never been a ham. Though 
through an interesting example of Army Logic (the "Radio Operator" is the 
guy who tunes up the radio, right? Nope!) he could copy the code at least 
40 per, he never used it. (In a better example of AAF judgement, he did 
get transferred to "Radio Tech" by WW II's end and worked, among other 
things, on the war-winning FM gear). 

Pat was a broadcast engineer, and a skilled writer on broadcast 
engineering. Chief Engineer of WLBC in Muncie, Indiana from the 1950s 
through 1980 and longtime Maintenance Editor of "Broadcast Engineering" 
magazine, he made the complex understandable and led his readers and his 
employees to the understanding that an ounce of prevention was worth a 
xton*x of cure. 

I worked for Mr. Finnegan in the years before his retirement. He was 
the first person to hire me primarily as a tech (rather than as on-air 
talent), and it was under his tutelage (despite his frequent reminder, 
"I'm not running a school here," usually preceding an explaination of 
some aspect of the work) that I began to understand how this stuff works. 
(And how to write about it!) 

Forthight and kind, he was active in his church and integrated the 
virtues seamlessly into his professional and personal life. 

Pat Finnegan was one of the best men I ever knew. 

He is survived by several children, grandchildren, and 
great-grandchildren, all of them a credit to his name.
